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CAREFULLY READ THE FOLLOWING INFORMATION 



(A) Pews are not carried in stock by our company but 
are fabricated for each order. The quantity or size of an 
order regulates the price per unit. 

By reason of the many designs of ends^ the various back 
and seat lengths, the different kinds of wood and finish- 
ing, the stocking of pews is impractical. 

(B) For your guidance in selecting Pew Ends, according 
to the various price ranges we are using the following 
system in numbering our designs. 

The last numeral of a number being zero (0) are the least 

expensive; such as 150, 160, 170/ etc. 

Those ending in one (1) are higher in price, such as 131, 

141, 151, etc. 

Those ending in two (2) cost more than the or 1 and so 

continued up to 9 which are the most expensive. 

The ends shown in our Catalogue are merely suggestions 

and we can readily carry out your own design or that of 

your Architect. 

(C) Single thickness ends have a tendency to warp and 
twist even when using the best of Kiln Dried lumber and 
dre not to be recommended. This condition is greatly 
overcome by the use of two ply ends which can be recom- 
mended to give satisfaction. 

The ideal Pew End is built up into three thicknesses. The 
Three Ply End is very reliable and also presents a sturdy 
and substantial appearance. The cost of the Three Ply 
End is somewhat higher than the two ply. 

(D) Pew Bodies, Benches and Seats. See cut of same, 
page 8 of Catalogue.

(E) Oak has been used more extensively in the manu- 
facture of Church Pews and Church Furniture than any 
other kind of Lumber. It is substantial and lasting and 
takes a beautiful finish. Walnut and Mahogany lumber 
is occasionally used and is naturally very beautiful; how- 
ever^ the cost of same is rather high. Birchi, Red Gum, 
Elm, Poplar and Yellow Pine dre also used in the manu- 
facture of Pews and Church Furniture. These woods 
stand up well, take a good finish and give very satisfactory 
results. 

Our lumber is thoroughly seasoned and dried to five per 
cent moisture content in our Dry Kilns before manufacture. 

(F) Pew fronts or screens for the first Pews are essential 
when kneelers dre used. They also give privacy where 
kneelers dre not required. Rear screens are not es- 
sential; however, they greatly add to the general ap- 
pearance of the Pew installation and to the interior of 
the Church itself. 

Kneelers, Book Racks and Communion Glass Receptacles, 
if desired, should be included in the Pew Order. The 
cost is less and the (finishing is done with the balance of 
the order, thus assuring a perfect match. 



(G) Only the highest quality of materials are used in the 
finishing of our Church Pews and Church Furniture. It 
is not only essential that the finish be beautiful but also 
durable and hard drying. 

PEWS ASSEMBLED or SEMI-ASSEMBLED 

(H) It is optional with the buyer to have the assembling 
and installation included in the Contract. In some in- 
stances a saving can be effected by having the assembling 
and installation done at the building by the buyer. 

SEMI-ASSEMBLED PEWS 

Pew Ends dre furnished completely assembled and pro- 
vided with groove for back and seat. The Pew Seat, 
Back and Cap Mould dre assembled in a unit. The ends, 
supports, aprons under seat and finishing mouldings will 
be detached. 

The completion of assembling can be done by a good 
cabinet maker or first class carpenter, with very satis- 
factory results. Center divisions and supports of Pews 
are sent long enough so they can be scribed to the floor 
when Pews are being installed. Kneelers dre shipped 
fully assembled. 

ASSEMBLED PEWS 

(I) We have found it very expedient, especially during the 
present shortage of skilled mechanics, to furnish Pews 
completely built up and assembled. The Pews dre prop- 
erly assembled in our factory by experienced workmen 
and are shipped either by truck or freight car depending 
upon the number of Pews and the distance to be shipped. 
Transportation charges are naturally higher than on K. D. 
or Semi-Assembled Pews; however, the difference is 
amply compensated for by the cost of assembly at the 
Church and with the added assurance of a factory as- 
sembled product. 

INSTALLATION OF PEWS 

(J) The fastening to the floor or installing of our As- 
sembled Pews is very simple for a carpenter or main- 
tainance man. Often the members of the congregation 
perform the installation themselves. 

Instructions for the scribing of the Pew supports to com- 
pensate with any existing uneveness of the floor dre 
furnished. 

A minimum spacing of thirty-two inches from back to back 
of Pews is recommended, hlowever, when square type 
ends dre used it is advisable to use a thirty-three inch 
spacing to insure ample room when entering. When 
kneelers are used we also suggest a thirty-three inch 
spacing. When unusually narrow Ends are used it is 
necessary to use a seat bracket as shown on Pew Cut 
No. 430 on Page 8- 

KIND OF FLOOR IN BUILDING 

(K) When ordering Pews be sure to state if the floor is 
level or has a slant to the front or if bowl shaped and 
slanting from three directions. This information is neces- 
sary in order that the Pew Bases be made to properly 
conform to the floor level. Also state if the floor is wood, 
concrete, tile, etc.
